WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} ‘The President signed

“Tf have this day approved the House bill | 


of May, 1882. It seems to me that some | 
suggestions and recommendations may 
properly accompany my approval of this 
bill. Its ovject is to more effectually ac- 
complish by legislation the exciusion from 
this country of Chinese laborers. The ,ex- 
periment of blending the social habits and 
mutual race idiosyncrasies of the Chinese 
laboring class with the great body of people 
of the United States has been proved by 
an experience of 20 years, and ever since 
the Burlingame treaty of 1868 to be in 


every sense unwise, impolitic and in- 
jurious to nations. With the 
lapse of time, the necessity for 
its abandonment has grown in 


force until those having in charge the gov- 
ernme;...of the respective countries have 


ail those features of the prior conventional 
arrangements which permitted the coming 
of Chinese laborers to the United States, 
In modification of the prior conventions the 
treaty of November 17, 18:0, was concluded, 
whereby inthe first article thereof it was 
agreed that the United States should at will 
regulate, limit or suspend the coming of 
Chinese laborers to the United States, but 
not absolutely prohibit it, and under this 
article an act of Congress, approved on May 
6, 1852, amended July 5, 1884, suspended for 
teu years the coming of Chinese laborers to 
the United States and regulated the going 
-and coming of such Chinese laborers as 
were at that time in the United States. It 
was, however, soon made evident that 
the mercenary greed of parties who 
were trading in the labor of this 
class of the Chinese population was 
proving too strong for the just execution of 
the law, and that the virtual defeat of the 
object and intent of both the laws and 
treaty was being fraudulently accomplished 
by fulse pretense and perjury, contrary to 
the expressed will of both governments, 
To Prost 4 ian extent has the successfui viola- 
tion of the treaty and laws enacted for its 
execution progressed that courts in the Pa- 
cific States have been for some time t 
overwhelmed by examination cases of Chi- 
nese laborers Who are charged w:th having 
entered our ports under traudulént certifi- 
cates of return, or seek to estabiish by 

jury the claim of prior residence, Such 
demonstration of the inoperative and in- 
efficient condition of the treaty and law has 
produced a deep-seated and increasing dis- 
content among the people of the United 
States, and especially with those resident 
ou the Pacific Coast. This has induced me 
to omit no effort to find an effectual 
remedy for the evils complained of 
and to answer the earnest pop- 


Chinese laborers, having objects and pur- 

s unlike our own and wholly discon- 
nected with American citizenship. Aided 
by the presence in this country of able and 
diplemats and consular officers 

of ths Chinese Government, and by the 

representations made from time to time by 
our Ministerin Chiua, under instructions 
of the Department of State, the actual con- 
dition of public sentiment and the status of 
affairs in the United States have been fully 
known te the Government of China. 

‘The necessity for a remedy has been 
fully appreciated by that Government, and 
in August, 1886, our Minister at Peking 
received from the Chinese Foreign Office a

SHAME AND REMORSE. 


A Frail Damsel Lakes Poison After 
a Debauch. 

It is a well-established fact that, no mat- 
ter how-low a woman may fall, the inherent 
good that is in her nature always shows a 
tendency to reassert itself, and this is more 
pronounced in those who have been brought, 
up under a mother’s watchful care, sur- 
rounded by refining home influences, This 
inherent tendency is generally more apt to 
assert itself during the period of depression 
following some protracted debauch or some 
outrageous act of folly, when the full real- 
ization of her degradation grows 
upon the unfortusate woman |. until 
she is driven to despair, and is tempted 
to seek relief from the fangs of con- 
science in the oblivion of the grave. Of 
course this is-an extreme case, but enough 
of them happen to prove the general ruie — 
in fact, a case in point occurred Sunday 
night, when a room in the Wilcox lodging- 
house, on Spring street, opposite the 
Phillips -block, came very near being the 
Scene of a double tragedy, which was only 
averted by the merest accident. Some 
weeks ago a girl named Clara, with half a 
dozen aliases, took a room in the building. 
She is something above the average, so far 
as personal appearances go, and is a mem- 
ber of a highly respectable and wealthy 
Spanish family of Santa Clara county, the 
name of which is withheld out of respect 


for their feelings. The girl led a 
very gay life, and had quite a 
number of male admirers, with whom 


she spent the evenings in drinking wine 
and visiting questionable places of amuse- 
ment. The girl Clara had a room-mate, a 
young girl who went by the very expressive, 
if not euphonious, name of Midge, and the 
two have of late got to be well known 
among the fast young men about town, and 
were frequently their companions on mid- 
night larks. atters have continued in this 
way for some time past, the girls growing 
bolder and taking more chances after each 
escapade; but at last they came to grief—at 
least Clara did, for last Friday morning, 
about 20’elock, she was found by Officer 
Grubbs, on Court street, howling drunk, 
and taken tothe police station. She abused 
the officer terribly, calling him every op- 
ee epithet in the calendar, telling 
1im 


3 that she knew him in San 
José, and that he should not ar- 
rest her, and even after she was 


locked up she kept up the noise for several 
hours, calling on poliee oflicers and young 
men about town to come to her aid and have 
her released. She was kept locked up all 


for her, and she was released. The girl 
seemed greatly mortified over her arrest 
and retired to her room, where she re- 
mained pretty closely until Sunday after- 
noon. t is said by those who know the 
girl that she was in the habit of taking 
chloroform or laudanum when she could 
not sleep, and on Sunday evening she laid 
in a double supply of the drug. About 7 
o'clock, it is supposed, she retired with 
Midge, and, after taking enough of tne 
poison to kill two or three people, she satu- 
rated a handkerchief and placed it over 


Midge’s nose, and the two giris 
composed themselves for what they 
evidently thought was their last 


Sleep, but in this thev were doomed to 
disappointment.’ About q’clock a young 
man called at the girls’ room, and, on 
knocking at the door and receiving no re- 
sponse, he became alarmed at the unusual 
Silence prevailing in the apartment, when 
he climbed up and looked over the transom. 
From the appearance of things he at once 
saw that something was wrong, when he 
forced the door and went in. Midge, 
not having swallowed any of the poison, 
was easily aroused, but with Clara it was 
a more serious matter. She was in a coma- 
tose state, buta physician was summoned, 
a strong emetic was administered, ana, 
after an hour or two of hard work the girl 


living, teeling very sick, but in no 
immediate danger of death—at least 


from this attempt. The girl Midge was 
terribly irivthtened, and declared that she 
never intended to commit suicide, but did 
not explain howW she came to have the 
handkerchief over her face. . Clara, it is 
said, owned up that she was weary of life 
and wanted to die, but was feeling better 
yesterday, and will hardly repeat the ex- 
periment.

NO MORE CHECKS. j 

Mr. Book stated that the Council had 
previously recommended to the Board of 
Public Works that contractors file certified 
checks with their bids instead of bonds. 
This, in his opinion, worked a jhardship to 
those contractors of this city who were anx- 
ious to de work, but had not large bank 
accouats. They could furnish bonds, but 
often could not file certified checks, He 
moved that the previous action of thie 
board be rescindéd, . 

Mr. Chandler objected that the lawunder 
the Vrooman Act settled the case, and that 
the Council had no option in the matter. 

Superintendent of Streets Baldwin 
showed that it could be a check or bond as 
directed by the Council, 

Mr. Book’s motion was carried, and here- 
after bonds approved by the Board of Pub- 
lic Works will be suflicient. 

MESSAGE FROM THE MAYOR. 

A message was read from Mayor Work- 
man, stating that he cannot leave the city 
at present, and appointing Dr. Sinsabaugh 
as his substitute on the committee to go 
east and inspect the working of the sys- 
tems of sewerage, The nomination was 
confirmed by the Council.

The Wnited States Circuit Court 
Asked to Quiet the Title of Uncle 
Sam and His Grantees\for a Large 
Territory in Southern California. 


It is very evident that the United States 
intends toopen up to settiers a large tract of 
land claimed in Southern California by the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company: The 
following. is a copy.of the amended bill 
whuch was filed with the Clerk of the United 
States Circuit Court in this city yesterday:

granted shall not be liavle to sale, or entry, 
or preémption, before or after they are 
surveyed, except by said company as pro- 
vided inthis act; but the provisions of the 
act of September, 1841, granting preémp- 
tion rights, and the acts amendatory 
thereof, and of the act entitle “An act to se- 
cure homesteads to actual settlers on the 
public domain,’’ approved May 20,. 1862, 
shall be and the same are hereby extended 
to all other lands on the line of said road 
when surveyed, excepting those hereby 
granted to said company. — 

“Sec. 18. That the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, a company incorporated under the 
laws of the State of California, is hereby 
authorized to connect with the said Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad, formed under this 
act, at such point near the boundary line 
of the State of California as they shall 
deem most suitable for a railroad line to 
San Francisco, and shall have a uniform 
guage and rate of freight or fare with said 
road; and, in consideration thereof, to aid 
in its construction, shall have similar 
grants of land subject to all. the conditions 
and limitations herein provided, and shall 
be required to construct its road en the like 
regulations as to time and manner with the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad herein pro- 
vided for,’ 

‘Your orator further shows that said At- 
lantic and Pacific Railroad Company duly 
accepted said grant and proceeded to con- 
struct said road, and on or about March 12, 
1872, did designate the line of said road by 
a plat thereof, which it filed in the office of 
the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office, and all the odd sections of public 
lands en each side of said road for thirty 
miles, were thereupon withdrawn from mar- 
ket and reserved from sale. 

“Your orator further shows the court that 
by section 2. of an act of Congress approved 
March 8, 1871, entitled ‘An act to incorpo- 
rate the Texas and Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, and to aid in the construction of its 
road, and for other purposes,’ it was pro- 
vided as follows: 

“*That for the purpose of connecting the 
Texas and Pacific Railroad with the city of 
San Francisco, the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company of California is hereby au- 
thorized (subject to the laws of California) 
to construct a line of railroad from a point 
at or near Tehachapi Pass, by way Los 
Angeles, to the Texas Pacitic Rail oad at- 
or near the Colorado River, with the same 
rights, grants and privileges, and subject to 
the same limitations, restrictions and con- 
ditions as were granted to said Southern 
Pacitic Railroad Company of California by 
the act of July 27, 1366.’ 

***Provided, however, that this section 
shall in no way affect or impair the rights,

did not connect with the Texas and Pacific

“Your orator further shows\ thaton or 


about Match 20, 1876, December, 1883, and 
April 4, 1879, the Com missionerof the 
eral Lahd Office did, without any authority 
of law, issue three certain patents respect 
for lands to sail Southern Pacifie 
Railroad Cempany, and did procure the sig- 
nature of the President of the United States 
‘thereto and of the Recorder of the General 
Land Office, who signed said patents with- 
outany authority of law. Copies of Be 
pretended patents are hereto annexed an 
made a part hereof, being marked exhibits 
A, B and OC. 

“Your orator further shows that by the 
act of Cougress approved July 6, 1836, en- 
titled ‘An act to forfeit the lands granted 
to the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany to aid in the construction of a railroad 
and telegraph line from the States of. Mis- 
souriand Arkansas to: the Pacific Coast, 
and restore the same to settlement and 
for other purposes,’ all the lands and figiits 
to la. is in California thetefore granted 
aud conferred upon said Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Railroad Company were forfeited, re- ; 
sumed and restored to ente for non-cor- 
pletion of that portion of Said rojieoad to 
have been constructed in vrornia, 

“Your orator further shows that the lands 
described 10 S°/4 pretended patents lie aud 
are Situ" ie In the county of ‘Los Angeles, 
ars State of Califdriila, in odd-numbered 
sections, Within 10 miles of the route of the 
road of the Southern Pacific Kaiiroad Com- 
pany, as shown by itt designated route of 
ocation filed the office-of the Commis- 
sionet Of the General Land Office pursuant 
to said grant and actof Congress of March 
8, 1871, and said lands are also within the 
30 mile limits, but outsige of tie 2w-mile 
limits of the line of foad as designated and 
filed by the said Atlantic and Pacifie Rail- 
road Cotipany in the office of the Commis-

“Your orator further shows that said 
lands described in said pretended patents 
have never been granted, sold, reserved, 
Occupied by homestead settlers, preémpted 
or otherwise disposed of by the United 
States, or by the Mexican or Spanish Gov- 
ernmenis, or any other government or au- 
thority, in whole or in part, or any estate or 
interest therein, otherwise tnan ‘as set forth 
herein. 

“Your orator further shows that on or 
about March 27. 1837, Ignacio Palomares 
and Ricardo Vejar presented a petition to 
Juan B. Alvarado, Governor of Upper Cal- 
ifornia under the Mexican Government, for 
a grant of the pluce known by the name of 
San José. 

“Thereupon said matter was properly in- 
vestigated and such graut was duly made 
by Juan B. Alvarado, then Governor ad 
intcrim of California, on April 15, 1887, to 
said Palomares and Vejar for the piace 
calied San José, in conformity with the 
— attached to the petitionand within the 

coundaries therein expressed. 

“Thereafter, and on or about December 
16, 1839, one Luis Arenas and said Ignacio 
Palomares and Ricardo Vejar presented 
their petition to the Prefect of the district 
for a grant for the land called San José, 
ceded by the decree of April 15, 1857, and 
one additional league of grazing land. 

“Thereupon, upon investigating such 
matter, aud on March 14, 1840, Juan 
Alvarado, then Constitutional Governor of 
the Department of the Californias, granted 
said land so petitioned for by said Arenas, 
Palomares and Vejar, and as fully shown 
by the diseno referred to in their said peti- 
tion; and, thereafter, said grant was duly. 
confirmed by the Departmental Assembly 
of Upper California, and juridical posses- 
sion was given for said land tothe said 
Luis Arenas, Ignacio Palomares and Ri- 
cardo Vejar. 

“Your orator further shows that on or 
about September, 1852, Henry Dalten, Ig- 
nacio Palomares and Ricardo Vejar eac 
severally filed his claim for confirmation of 
one-third of the place called San José, 

ranted to them as aforesaid, with the 

vard of Land Commissioners, pursuant to 
the act of Congress of March 3, 1851, en-. 
titled ‘An act to ascertain and settle the 
private land claims in the State of Califor- 
nia,’ and thereafter, and on or about Jan- 
uary 31, 1854, the said Board of Land Com- 
missioners rendered and entered its three 
several decrees therein, confirming to each 
of said claimants the land applied for and 
described as aforesaid. 

“Thereafter the United States duly ap- 
pealed from each of said decrees of con- 
tirmation to the United States District 
Court for the Southern District of Califor- 
hia, which said court did, upon the trials 
and hearings of said appeals, and on or 
about December term, 1854, of said court, 
render and ienter its separate decrees 
therein in each case and affirming the three 
said decrees of the Board of Land Commis- 
sioners, confirming to said Henry Dalton, 
Ricardo Vejar and Ignacio Palomares, and 
to each, ‘an equal, undivided one-third part 
of the lands of San José granted by Juan 
B. Alvarado, Governor of California, to Ig- 
nacio Palomares and Ricardo Vejar on 
April 15, 1837, and regranted by said Govy- 
ernor on March 14, 1840, to said Palomares 
and Vejar and to Luis Arenas, as de- 
scribed in the grant first mentioned and 
the map to which the same refers and 
which boundaries fully appear from the act 
of judicial possession’ (described substan- 
tially as follows):

sufficient lands to satisfy such grants, did, 
in the year 1868, so locate, survey and seg- 
regate said San José grant, and did so lo- 
cate, survey and segregate suflicient land to 
satisfy such grant, and included in such 
survey and rancho as a part thereof all the 
landg in suit herein described in said pre- 
ten patente. 


“That pursuant to such authority and 
under the airection of and in behalf of said 
Surveyor-General, one George H. Thomp- 
son, Deputy United States Surveyor, did, 
in August, 1868, so survey, locate and segre-

Now, 
suppose this surplus money were to remain 
alithat time in the banks without bringing 
any interest to the Government, is therea 
man here so blind that he cannot see the 
great loss that would result to the people? 
I have another objection to this policy; the 
favoritism that is involved in it. We have 
heard—and from such high authority that 1 
think that we must accept it as true—that 
the great patronage appertaining to the 
oftice of President of the United States in- 
volves a public peril. Now, suppose we 
add to that danger $100,000,000 that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury can put in this com- 
munity or that, in this bank or that, at his 
pleasure, is not the power of the Executive 
perilousiv inereased? Is it right thatthe 
use of this vast sum should be a matter of 
mere favoritism; that the Secretary should 
be allowed to put $10,000,000 of this sur- 


plus in Indianapolis and none of it 
in Kansas City, or $75,000,000 
New York and none in In- 


dianapolis? If the money is used in buying 
bonds it finds its natur:l placeé—goes where 
it belongs. ‘This is a most serious objection 
tothe present method o1 dealing with the 
surplus. Butif you still object to paying 
the market premium when we buy these 
bonds. see how it works the other way. 
The banks deposit their bonds in the Treas- 
ury to secure their deposits, get the govern- 
ment money without interest, and stiil 
draw interest on their bonds, If any one 
ot you hada note for #1000, due in five 
years, bearing interest, and yoar credit was 
so good that the note was worth a premium, 
and you had $1200 that you could not put 
out at interest so as to offset the interest on 
your note, would you not make money by 
using this surplus to take up the note at a 
fair premium? Would you think it wise 
finance to give the thousand dollars tliat 
you had on hand to your creditor without 
interest, and allow him to deposit your 
note with you as security, you paying inter- 
est on the note until it was due, and getting 
no interest on your deposit? 


The Republican Tariff Bill. 


Enough has been learned of the de- 


tion on sugar is one-half of the exist- 
ingduty. The total internal revenue 
tax is removed from tobacco, cigars 
and cigarettes. The report that cigars 
and cigarettes are excepted is errone- 
ous.

The act done by the Presi- 
dent may yet call for the greatest traits 
of American statesnianship. Hong Kong

American Kerosene to Be Exeluded 
from China. 
New York, Oct. .—[By the Associ- 
China, or at least some oj 
the officials of China, wish to retaliate for 
the American restriction laws by laws pro- 
hibiting the importation of American kero- 
sene into China. Chang Chi Tung, Vice- 
roy of Canton, has addressed a memorial to 
the Emperor in which he arraigns kerosene 
asagreat menace to the peace and pros- 
perity of the Empire. It burned up 400 
houses in Swatow not long ago, he says, and 
before that destroyod a steamer and cost 
800 people their lives. Soon afterward it 
burned 1000 houses in Canton and de- 
stroyed $10,000,000 worth of property. It is 
responsible, he says, for nine-tenths of the 
fires every winter in Canton. He declares 
that it has done incalculable injury to life 
and property, and that it is worse than 
opium, being most swift and ternble in its 
deadliness, and that it bas almost destroyed 


the native industry in peanut, c@jsea and’ 
bean oils. On account of its evil deeds the 
Viceroy says he did his best last year to 


‘kill the trade in kerosene by raising the 


inland transit dues on it, but the fell de- 
stroyer was too subtle to be driven out by 
this process, and the evil is increasing 
rather than diminishing. Therefore the 
Viceroy now petitions the throne for aid in 
thé struggle with the foreign trader, who, 
under guise of friendship, insists on profit- 
ing himself by introducing an article a 
ada to the welfare of China. The 
Viceroy points out that there is no difficulty 
in putting an end to the baneful traffic, be- 
cause the treaty of 188L with America 
makes provisions to limit Chinese immi- 
gration to that country on account of the 
competition of Chinese labor being objec- 
tionable and injurious to their interests. 
“We have an equal right to prohibit the 
importation of kerosene,” he says, “when 
it is injurious tous. ‘The law {that nations 
have aright to protect their own interests 
and prevent injury being done their people 
applies to both countries alike, if there be 
any eet and when any government acts 
on this principle, no obiection can be raised 
by the other.” ‘The Viceroy, therefore, 
ergs requests that a stop be instantly 
put to the importation of kerosene.
